Slowly; but surely, the 
old prejudice against so-called “show 
chickens’ is disappearing, and the 
farmer is beginning to realize that 
it pags to raise the very best of every 
thing on his farm, poultry included,

grels, but there is no certainty in the 
breeding qualities of a mixed flock of 
fowls. This fact militates against 
their use in these days of greater 
etiiciency when economie production

Now, it costs v0 more to feed these 
blooded fowls than it does to feed a 
mixed lot of mongrels, and they will | 
lay more eggs and produce more 
flesh and in less time than a common 
mixed lor, Tt is true that it costs 
more money to get a start with 
thorovghbreds, but do not let two or 
three dollars per head for females or 
five or ten dollars for male fowls 
scare You. 

Do not be frightened by the prices 
asked by a reliable breeder, = The 
chances are that they are worth every 
cent asked for them, for the breeder 
has used his skill and koow ledge,

A SOARING SKYSCRAPER 


Six Stories Without Foundation is 
Unique Departure In Building 

In New York one of the most unique 
departures in building construction ev- 
er attempted is im progress, ‘The 
twelve story building of the Consolid- 
ated Gas Company now being erected 
at Fifteenth street and Irving place 
has six stories that are practically 
soaring in midair without foundation. 

The Engineering News explains the 
phenomenon as follows: 

As the old building is not strong 
enough to bear this additional weight 
it was decided to suspen: six of the 
seven additional stories from heavy 
girders, the girders themselves be- 
ing supported on steel columns 250 
feet high, reaching to the ground, 
alongside the old building. The sev- 
enth additional story rests on the

COURAGE OF NAPOLEON. 


The Way It Carried Him From Aspern- 
Essling to Wagram. 

Professor J. Hollund Rose {n “The 
Personality of Napoleon” writes of Na- 
poleon's courage. He says that his 
personality “never stood forth se 
grandly as after a defeat." The most 
serious blow tn the middle part of his 
carecr was that dealt him by the Arch- 
duke Charles at Aspern-Essling, north- 
east of Vienna. The Austrians were 
nearly double him in strength. The 
bridges over the Danube had been 
broken down in his rear, His great 
marshal, Lannes, had been killed, and, 
in fact, he had suffered a terrible re 
verse. All his generals were for re- 
treat, but he withstood them, and Pro- 
fessor Rose ranks the next six weeks 
“amoung the most glorious of his mili- 
tary career.” [He secured new troops, 
deceived his enemy by false move- 
ments and finally defeated him at 
Wagram. 

But a decline came to such a pro- 
digious man. He himself sald at St. 
Helena that he had been spolled by 
success. It was natural that the vic- 
tor in fifty pitched battles and innu- 
merable smaller engagements should 
come to believe himself omniscient 
and invincible. It was this hardening 
of the mind that betrayed Lim into the 
Russian campaign, that caused him to 
refuse all compromise in 1813 and 1814 
and that led him to defeat by his tn- 
feriors, Wellington and Blucher, at 
Waterloo, just as Hannibal was tinal- 
ly beaten by his inferlor, Scipto, at 
Zama. 


Putting Trees to Bed. 

An Interesting method of protecting 
Peach trees from frost during the win. 
ter bas been practiced for several 
years at the agricultural experiment 
station at Canyon, Colo. Early in No- 
vember the earth {s removed froin a 
circle about four feet in diameter 
round each tree, and water {s turned in 
to saturate the soll. When the ground 
has become soft the tree ts worked 
back and forth to loosen the roots nnd 
1s then pushed over on {ts side, The 
branches are brought together and 
fastened with a cord, and burlap cor- 
ered with earth is put over them. 

Thus the trees Jie snug until! spring, 
when the covering ts gradually toos- 
ened and finally removed, and they are 
raiscd and propped up.—Rocky Moun: 
tain News.

Most Talkative, It Is Said, of All the 
British Islanders. 

Is the Welshman the most garrulous | 
man in the British isles? The result | 
of an impartial test by a London news. | 
paper has shown that for actual talka- 
tiveness the typical Welsbinan heads , 
the Ist; next in order come Irishmen, 
then Scots, and last of all the English: 
man. 

Unobtrusively made fn a number of 
well known London restaurants, clubs 
and public places, the tests invariably | 
gare the same results. By nieans of | 
a test watch the following table was | 
compiled: 

Welshmen—Very talkative, animated 
in manner and spciuking at an average 
rate of 200 words a minute. 

Irishmen—Also very talkative, but 
less animated in manner; average rate 
of speech, 160 words. 

Scotchmen—Far less talkative and 
deliberate in manner; spoke at an ay- 
erage rate of 120 words. 

Englishmen—Almost silent, rarely 
the first to speak; dogmatic and delib- 
erate in manner, speaking 100 to 120 
words a minute. 

The comparative silence of the men, 
in striking contrast to the vivacious 
chatter of the women folk, was as 
usual noticeable.
